should be done the day before y ou 
plan to bak e the cak e. Cut the 
citron, orange and lemon peel in 
very thin strips, the cherries in half 
and the pineapple in thin wedges. 
Wash the raisins and currants and 
spread out to dry . Cut up the nuts 
coarsely with a sharp nife. 
• The bak ing pans should be ready 
before y ou start mix ing up he cal.e. 
Grease and lin them 'with oiled 
brown paper. Set the oven at 250 
degrees so it will be ready when y ou 
have prepared the cak e. Then pro­ 
ceed mix ing as for any other k ind of 
cak e. Divide the flour in half and 
mix part of it with the fruits — this 
k eeps them from stick ing together 
— and finsh mix ing the cak e with 
y our hands Place the buter In the 
pans with y our hands and pvess it 
down. This finning helps ot get a 
compact or solid cak e and one that 
is easy to slice. 
The time allo.ved for taing is very 
important. 45 minutes per pound is 
recommended for larger cak es. A 
seven pound cak e would need bak e 
for approx imately four hours at 250 
degrees. Heavy brown paper tied 
over the top of the cak e pan while it 
is cooling will help k eep the cak e 
from getting too dry and brown. 
Decorations, 
such 
as 
candied 
fruits or nuts, should be added when 
the cak e has almost finished bak ing 
Some cook s lik e to glaze on their 
cak es and to get it on a dark cak e, 
brush the surface with a mix ture 
of molasses and water and for light 
or white fruit cak e brush with honey 
and water or egg whites and water 
about an hour before the bak ing 
lime :s up. 
When the bak ing time Is up. re­ 
move the cak e from the pan. but do 
not remove the paper from the bot­ 
tom of the cak e. After it has thor­ 
oughly cooled, wrap and tie securely 
in wax ed paper and it is ready for 
storage. 
It should be stored in a clean, 
tight container. Place a few apples 
or oranges In the container with 
th? cak e. They will supply mositure 
to the cak e as it mellows in storage 
The fruit .will need to be replaced 
during the storage for y ou’ll want 
it to mellow from now until Christ­ 
mas or New Year.
